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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to preliminary amendments filed April 25, 2002. 
Claims 1-4 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the soil compaction 
device must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 1, "the area", "the hand", "the brightness" and "the surrounding 
conditions" lacks proper antecedent basis. Further, it is unclear in its given context what 
"the brightness (brightness signal)" means. That is, is brightness signal a limitation? 

Regarding claim 3, "the light detector" lacks proper antecedent basis. That is, it 
is unclear which light detector is being referred to. Further, it is unclear in its given 
context what "a light-sensitive resistor (LDR light-dependent resistor)" means. 

Regarding claim 4, "the grip areas" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fassauer (U.S. Patent 5,210,996) in view of Herman et al. (U.S. Patent 5,367,158). 

Regarding claims 1-4, Fassauer discloses (see Figure 20) an operating device 
with a guide handle (204) with at least one light detector (202) in an area gripped by a 
hand, the light detector emitting a signal corresponding to a brightness, wherein the light 
detector is coupled to an evaluation circuit (not shown) that can evaluate the brightness 
when a threshold is exceeded or not, a control signal is sent to a control unit. Fassauer 
also discloses the light detector does not contain a light-emitting element and the 
detector being a photodiode or a photoresistor. Fassauer does not specifically disclose 
a surrounding light detector as claimed. Herman et al. teach (see column 9, lines 20- 
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45) a surrounding light detector (ambient light detector) adjusting the threshold of the 
device and providing detectors at a minimum of two places. Thus, Herman et al. 
recognize that such a detector reduces interference from ambient radiation and improve 
the operation of the device. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to provide an additional surrounding light 
detector of Herman et al. in the device of Fassauer to improve the operation of the 
device in high ambient radiation conditions. Further, the device of Fassauer applied to 
a soil compaction device is intended use.
